The South Austin Senior Activity Center Advisory Board (the Board) has a mission to support and enhance the programs
and services offered through the South Austin Senior Activity Center (SASAC). SASAC also has a mission to provide an
environment that encourages older adults to maintain an active, healthy, and independent lifestyle. The Board and SASAC
staff have been working together for the past six months to develop a park enhancement Master Plan that will accomplish
both of our missions within the next year or two. The Master Plan will be accomplished in four phases that include the
following improvements to SASAC and the surrounding parkland: 1) covered parking for our 24-passenger bus: 2)
walking trail: 3) enclosed foyer for the main entrance: and 4) a 792-foot square exercise solarium. Benefits include: 1)
phase one — protection for the bus against weather conditions; 2) phase two — a beautiful and safe place for the seniors to
walk and enjoy nature; 3) phase three — energy conservation: and 4) phase four — creation of needed programming space.
Phase Four will allow us to move the exercise equipment out of the Game Room and into it’s own dedicated room. Once
each phase of the Master Plan is completed, the improvements will become the property of the City of Austin. We
welcome the opportunity to discuss our Master Plan in greater detail with you.

At this time. we are seeking not only your authorization to continue developing our Master Plan but also to_solicit funds
from private foundations and granting agencies for its implementation. It is our intention to secure most. if not all. 6T the
“necessary funding through pnvate foundations and community partnerships. We have professionals in the field
researching potential funding agencies. We need your support of our Master Plan in order to apply for these funds. We
plan to hire professionals in the various fields to develop and construct the technical details. Where volunteer labor can be
utilized, we are prepared to recruit it. We realize that guidance from the Planning Division of the Parks and Recreation
Department is needed to ensure compliance with the City Charter/Ordinances, State legislation. and Federal laws. Any

help that they can offer will be appreciated. Thank you in advance for your consideration.

Proposal to Construct Solarium

The South Austin Senior Activity Center (SASAC) is in the process of formalizing a proposal to construct a
solarium. The solarium is to be constructed in the southeast corner of the center at an existing porch patio. The
structure will be approximately 900 square feet, double sliding doors, two HVAC wall units of 14,000 BTU’s and
two ceiling fans with lighting installed. Electrical system will be part of the project. A structural foundation will
be constructed extending from the existing patio to support the structure. The structure will attach to the existing
wall of the center. All permits will be secured and a structural engineer will design the foundation. The project
will be a turnkey operation this will include all demolition and any additional work to secure a certificate of
occupancy.

The vendor, Creative Sunrooms, Inc. d.b.a. Four Seasons Sunrooms, warrants all labor to be free of defects as a
result of workmanship for the life of the structure. They have demonstrated an almost maintenance free sunroom
to be of the highest quality. The site manager can handle a monthly wash down of the structure using spot free
rinsing with a power washer. The horizontal slat frames protrude not more than one-eighth of an inch, therefore
eliminating any back filling of water causing stains to overhead windows. The metal frames are structured to
eliminate any leak and windows are sealed directly, the labor free warranty will provide coverage if any are
discovered. The windows appear to be of highest quality and durable to withstand hard hits from flying objects.

I am satisfied with the type of structural unit that will be constructed and the low maintenance, which needs to be
provided.
